Be it enacted by the Legislature of tAc State of Minnesota :

SECTION 1. That town one hundred and three (103) north
i»iri«ionor Tcwn of range eight (8) west, be and the same is hereby set off

"* ' from the Town of Douglas, Fillmore County, and made a
Town to be known as the Town of Norway, having all the
powers, privileges, immunities, duties and liabilities belong-
ing by law to towns.

SEC. 2. The qualified electors of said Town of Norway
Town or Nwwaj shall meet at the house of Even Elertson, in said township,

to.i«ctoffi»n. OQ t|ie grgt Tuesday of April, ono thousand eight hundred
and sixty, to elect the officers of said Town, and to do such
other business as may be legal and necessary for town pur-
poses, and upon the election and qualification of said town
officers, said Town of Norway shall bo duly organized.

SEC. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its
passage.
